We  have  only  a traditionary  report  that  Sphinx  Pinaftri  has  been 
fometimes  found  in  Scotland  ; but  as  it  is  generally  admitted,  on  that 
authority,  to  a place  in  the  cabinets  of  Englifh  Infedts,  we  cannot 
refrain  inferring  it  in  the  prefent  work.

We  can  fcarcely  conceive  what  motive  induced  Fabricius  to  con- 
found the  Raphidia  Ophioplis  and  notata  as  one  fpecies  in  his  laft 
work,  after  having  defciibed  both  with  accuracy  in  his  former  pub- 
lication : it  appears  indeed,  that  his  names  were  erroneous,  and  his 
fynonyms  mifapplied  ; but  it  was  needlefs  to  corredt  one  error  by 
committing  another.

I he  fird:  fpecies  of  Raphidia  known,  was  figured  in  the  works  of 
Roefel,  Die  Fleine  Landhaclfige.  Lanlibelle  fig.  6.  7.  pi.  21,  it  was 
defcribed  in  the  Fauna  Suecica,  by  Linnaeus,  under  the  fpecific  name 
Ophiopfis ; and  again  in  the  Syjiema  Na/ura  of  the  fame  author,  with 
a reference  to  the  only  figure  of  it  then  extant,  that  of  Roefel. 
Hence  it  appears  that  the  true  Raphidia  Ophiopfis  of  Linnaeus,  is 
that  figured  by  this  author.  In  later  editions,  the  works  of  Sulzer, 
Schaeffer,  Geoffroy  and  Scopoli,  were  added  to  the  fynonyms,  but 
the  figures  thus  quoted,  evidently  include  two  fpecies,  one  with 
wings  perfectly  clear,  the  other  having  a marginal  black  fpot  on 
each.  Linnaeus  feems  to  have  confidered  the  two  as  varieties  of  the 
fame  fpecies,  but  he  is  evidently  miflaken,  for  the  two  fexes  of  both 
kinds  are  now  clearly  afcertained. 

Fabricius  has  followed  Linnaeus  in  his  Species  Infe£torum,  has 
indifcriminately  adopted  all  the  fynonyms,  and  thereby  confounded 
all  the  figures  of  the  two  Raphidae  that  have  been  noticed  by  authors 
on  European  Infefts,  under  the  name  of  Ophiopfis:  and  after  this 
he  defcribes  that  very  fpecies  which  has  fpots  on  the  wings  as  a 
new  and  unfigured  kind,  under  the  name  of  notata.  Thorace 
cylindrico  alis  macula  marginali  fufca.  Habitat  in  anglia.  Had  he 
referred  to  .the  volumes  of  Roefel,  he  mud  have  known  that  his 
notata  was  the  Linnzean  Ophiopfis,  and  if  either  Infedl  was  new, 
it  mud  certainly  be  that  deftitute  of  fpots. 

Gmelin  in  his  Syftema  Natura  perpetuates  the  fame  error;  he 
follows  the  Species  Infeftorum  of  Fabricius,  and  gives  the  chara&ers 
thus:  “ R.  Ophiopfis  alis  immaculatis.  Fab."  & “ R.  notata, 
“ alis  macula  marginali  fufca.  Fab.”  but  whilfl:  the  works  of  Gmelin 
are  preparing  for  publication,  Fabricius  alters  his  opinion  ; and  in 
the  lad  work.  Syji.  Ent.  cmcndei  et  aufla,  abolifhes  his  fpecific  cha- 
racters, and  merely  fays  there  is  no  difference  between  his  former 
fpecies  “ Raphidia  notata,  nullo  modo  diftin&a.”  Fab.  Ent.  Syfi. 
7.  2i  p.  99.

As  we  have  all  the  fpecies  defcribed  by  thofe  authors  before  us, 
we  (hall  endeavour  to  reftore  them  to  order,  and  that  by  retaining 
the  former  deferiptions  of  Fabricius,  changing  the  names,  and  di- 
viding the  fynonyms,  for  both  are  fufficiently  charadteriftic  ; that 
with  marginal  fpots  is  figured  by  Roefel,  Schaeffer  and  Scopoli,  and 
the  immaculated  or  clear-winged  kind  by  GeofFroy  and  Sulzer.  The 
firft  we  deem  the  true  R.  Ophiopfis,  and  the  latter  as  a diftinft  infe<5t, 
which  may  be  called  the  Raphidia  Immaculata  with  propriety. 

Both  fpecies  of  this  fingular  creature  are  extremely  rare.  GeofFroy, 
fpeaking  of  the  unfpotted  kind,  fays  he  never  found  it  but  twice, 
and  then  in  woods  *.  The  larva  is  unknown  ; in  the  pupa  ftate  it 
is  furnifhed  with  legs,  and  runs  faft.

The  Phalsena  Gononftigma,  and  Phalasna  Antiqua  are  very  fimilar 
both  in  the  larva  and  winged  ftate,  as  well  as  in  the  extraordinary 
appearance  of  the  apterous  female.

This  infedt  mud  not  be  confounded  with  the  Papilio  Idas  of 
Linnaeus.  The  Linntean  P.  Idas  is  evidently  the  female  of  P.  Argus, 
a circumftance  unknown  to  that  author,  who  confiders  them  as  a 
diftindt  fpecies  from  their  very  diflimilar  appearance.  In  one  fex 
the  upper  furface  is  brown,  and  in  the  other  a fine  blue  ; this  is  not, 
however,  peculiar  to  the  P.  Argus,  for  feveral  of  the  Papilio  tribe 
known  amongft  Englilh  collectors  by  the  trivial  name  Blues  differ  in 
the  fame  manner. 

We  fufpedt  that  our  Infedt  has  not  been  deferibed  by  any  author  j 
it  is  certainly  unnoticed  by  Fabricius  in  his  laft  Syftem  of  Entomo- 
logy? and  the  fpecific  name  Idas  omitted.  This  name  is  therefore 
preferred  for  our  Infedt,  which  feems  to  approach  nearer  to  the 
female  Argus  deferibed  by  Linnteus  as  Idas,  than  to  any  other.

In  the  defeription  of  Phalaena  Nupta,  w'e  have  offered  fome  re- 
marks .on  the  Sponfa,  Nupta,  and  Pafta  of  Uinnasus  and  Fabricius; 
and  have  only  to  add  in  this  place,  that  an  accurate  figure  of 
P.  Paifta  is  given  in  Fuejl.  Archiv.  tab.  15.  fig.  3*  ^ his  figure  is 

fmaller  than  the  fpecies  found  in  Great  Britain,  and  in  particular 
has  the  upper  furface  of  the  abdomen  crimfon,  as  authors  have  de- 
feribed  it. 
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The  Synonyms  of  the  three  fpecies,  as  they  (land  in  the  works  of 
Linnaeus  and  Fabricius,  are  very  incorredl.  We  venture  to  retain 
that  to  Roefel’s  plate,  vol.  4.  t.  19.  in  which  the  larva  we  have 
figured  is  given. 

The  Caterpillars  feed  on  the  tops  of  the  higheft  Oaks,  change 
to  the  pupa  ftate  in  June,  and  appears  a winged  Infcft  early  in  the 
month  following.
